Columbus, O.. April 18.— Thr Ipglsla- 
Uve atorm t>ur«t out afresb ia tke 
kauM wiMB th« CI«T«laii4 park board 
bill cam« up. Tha fljrat intimation of 
trouble was after tha raadint of tbe 
Jonraal ot Thursday, Mr. Brumbaugh 
MTlnt mad« aa attempt to correct 
irttftt be declared to b« erren. Hli 
objections were Ignored and thf speak- 
er announced tbat in the future be 
would not tolerate any dilatory tactics 
aad would only recognise motions and 
demands made in good faltb. 

Matttrs moved along quietly until 
the board bill was declared to be in 
order when Mr. Meisel offered an 
amendment, attaching tbe referendum. 
Mr. Meieel made a startling speech 
la support of bis amendment, which 
was voted down. Then Mr. Thomas 
moved the previous queetiun while 
Mr. Stage was making a sonqrous but 
Tain effort to get recognition to offer 
aaotber amendment. Mr. Thomas 
withdrew his previous question 
motioa. but as soon as the Stage 
amendment was read he renewed it 
and andor a quick Tote it carried. The 
amendment was also lost. Mr. Stage, 
wlilto with rage, ehrieking at the top 
ut his voice 'InjuKticc! " "Cowards," 
and other similar more oc less pleas- 
ant greeitlngB to the Republican side. 
The bill was then l^sacd, and a no- 
tion to reconsider lost. Mr. SUgo 
<ontLnucd his demonstrations until the 
Bpeaker ordered the sergeant al arms 
to restore order on the floor. 

Thus It was tbat the Cleveland park 
bill was passed over tbe bead of the 
Cuyahoga delegation. 

When the appropriations bill for 
1N2 was called up in tbe house, Mr. 
Brumbaugh, the Democratic leader, 
moyed tbat tbe bill be poatponed until 
the members could have a chance to 
examine it. He pleaded that the bill 
Is to expend over four Diillions of dol- 
lars belonging to the public, and he 
ateused tbe Republicans of attempt- 
lag to railroad the bill through. Mr 
Cain aid other Republican members 
ft»llowed, and aicuBcd the Democrats 
ot attempting to block legislation. 
Ohalrman Crafts ot the committee ex- 
Iplalned that tbe appropriations for the 
atate Institutions had run out, and 
pleaded that the bill be allowed to 
pass BO that the wards ot the state 
ooald be cared for. When the roll 
Kfas called ut biU raceiyed only 64 
TOlee of tho U nseesaary to pass any 
Mil which proirtdiSB fMr the azpendttara 
of money. 

In the Senate. 

Just before tke adjournment of tbe 
asaati waa taken at noon. Senator 
Bai4tBg,4h« lUpabttcaa leader, moved 
a reconsideration of the vote by 
■which the senate had refuted to con- 
fBvr in tbe house amendment to the 
rMtereoB redlstrictlng bill making 
Franklin county a dlatriot in HseU. A 
motion to adjourn was made by the 
Democrajts. and this motion was car- 
ried, tbiree Republican senators, Arcb- 
«r, Bumham and Moore voting with 
the Itomocrats. It was supposed tof 
the time that the redlstrictlng bill bad 
been killed, but reference to the Jour- 
nal sbowod that when the Patterson 
MU and Archer game bill were mea- 
■aged over from the house, Sonator 
Archer bad asked for a eoalereBce 
commltUe on the two bills. The com- 
mittee on the part of the senate was 
appointed on the Archer game bill, 
but Ueatenant Governor Nlppert did 
not aipp<tet the committee oa the Pat- 
t*:r80Ti bill because of the absence of 
Senator I'altertion. The senate Jour- 
aid irtiows, however, thait a conference 
nNM asked for on the Patterson bill 
Wt^te ike three day* after the sen- 
ale had f«fnsed to oooeur In the honse 
amendment, and this keeps the hill 
allv« until next week.

Interposed 
and remarked that the commilff did 
not care whether the capital was 
American or British, so long as the 
committee was satisfied that tbe line 
would be properly financed. 

Spinal Cord Ssversd. 

Helena, Mont., April 18. — Four phy- 
sicians who were called in consulta- 
tion in the case of Thomas Crystal, 
who was shot last Friday by J. S. 
Keerl, former president of -tho Mon- 
tana Engineers' society, are unanimous 
in their finding that Crystal's spinal 
cord was completely severed by a bul- 
let, an injury that usually causes in- 
stant death. Tke physicians declare 
that It Is a most rema: kable case. 

Shot By His Brids. 

Kingston, Tenn., April It. — Abraham 
May, aged 60 years, was shot and In 
stantly killed9 by his wife, whom he 

married four months ago. She was 
Mary Chrisenbarry. aged 55 years 
Mrs. May confessed to the killing and 
stated It resulted from a family quar 
rel. She le now in Jail here. May 
was a fedei-al veteran and draw a peU' 
sion of |12 per mouth. 

Demand Fer British Consols. 

New York, April 18. — J. P. Morgan 
& Co., Baring, Magoun & Co. an- 
nounced that the $25,000,000 of Brit 
ish consols purchased Jointly by them 
for sale in this countiy have been over 
subscribed fully 10 timts.

8. Osborn was crushed to death be- 
neath his engine and Conductor S. G 
Coats had aji arm broken in a rear 
end C'ollihlon between two sections of 
a Baltimore and Ohio freight train at 
North Newark. Several cars caught 
lire, but tbe lire departaeat prevented 
a serious loss. 



Death of George R. Bentiy.

Bentley Is dead at his home here from 

dropsy, aged 70. He was one of the 
builders of the Iowa Central railroad, 
was largely interested in the develop- 
ment of Iowa coal fields and later suc- 
cessfully operated In Colorado Springs 
and Cripple Creek mining proi>erties.

Mr Balfour Speaks Definitely About 
the Boer Peace Conference. 



KITCNENeR ARRANQEO A MeETINQ 



While (h» British Oommander Re- 
fused to Qrant md Ariiiixtioe, He 
Used His Influence to Pro- 
. asots the Conterenoe. 



London, April 18.— The government 
leader. A. J. Balfour, In tbe house of 

commons made the following import- 
ant statement: After two conferences 
between Lord Kitchener and the Boer 
delegates at Pretoria, Lord Kitchener, 
while refusing to grant an armistice 
on military grounds, has agreed to 
give facilities for the Celectloo and 
meeting of representatives of the var- 
ious Boer commands to consider t.>e 
situation. The Boer leaders have 
therefore left Pretoria to carry out 
this plan." 

Mr. Balfour added that It was not 
expected that a communication be- 
tween |he British authorities and the 
Boer leaders could be resumed in lei^s 
than three weeks' time. 



Rev. Hertz's Version. 
New York, April 18.— Rev. Dr. Jos- 
eph Herts, who was a member of Loro 
Milner's high or advisoiy committee 
in South Africa and chaplain of the 
Rand Rifles, has arrived in this city, 
his former home. When tbe war broke 
out, Dr. Herts was expelled from 
Johannesbiirg liv Krufrer for being an 
Utlander. He has since visited many 
of the British c one > utratlon camps in 
South Africa. Of these camps and on 
kindred subjects Dr. Herts says: "The 
stories of the British cruelty toward 
the wives and families of the Boers 
in the concentration camps are ah- 
surd. It is not the fighting Boer who 
makes these charges, but the stay-at- 
homes. Why tne Boer in tbe field 
sends his family to the British to take 
care of so that he will not be hamper- 
ed by them while fi;;hting. While 
there were but 9,000 children attend- 
ing school in the Orange Free State 
before the war started, there are now 
14.000 at school under the BrRlsh 0ov- 
ernmeutal rule. 



Tho Howard Trial. 

Frankfort, Ky.. April 18.— In the 
trial of Berry Howard. .Mrs Lucy 
O'Bannon, a boarding hou ' ktcpfr. 
testified to bearing a conversation be- 
tween Howard aad seme ot his asso- 
ciates a day or two before Ooebel was 
shot, Howard, she said, urged the men 
not to leave Frankfort, saying tbat 
the war is going to begin on Tues- 
day, and adding: "When I go to a 
meeting I stay till the benediction." 
Several other witnesses testified to 
seeing Howard amed on numerous 
occasions. 



Heavy Damsgetu 

New York, April 18.- Mrs. I.ottip C, 
Dimon, widow of Henry G. Dimon, 
who wa.s killed in the Par avenue tun- 
nel accident on tbe New York Central 
some months ago, was awarded |60,- 
000 damages against the railroad 
company by a jury in White Plain. N. 
Y. Attorneys for the railroads said 
tbat the defendant comipany admittt-d 
responsibility for the accident and 
the death of Mr. Dimon and the only 
question before tbe Jury was the 
amount to be awarded. • 

Assaulted By a Smuggler* 

Houlton, Me. April It. — Frank W. 
Burns of Fort Fairileld, a deputy col 
lector of customs, was assaulted and 
probably fatally injured by an alleged 
smuggler at Horgedon, near New 
Brunswick lelaad. Tbe d^wty had 
seized a team loaded with ooatrabaod 
goods just after it had rrossed the 
boundary line and wa.s clri\ing it to- 
ward this 'own when he waa set upon 
by a man and knoched fkom the wag- 
on, beaten with a club aad left lying 
in tbe road, apparently dead. The man 
drove away witb bis recovered outtX.

f<ouls Alfred Belensl Will Be 

Upoa Ijeavlng S\ng »lua. 

New York. April IK.— When Louis 
Alfred Balensi leaves Sing Sing nest 
Saturday he will have served a all 
years' sentence made shorter by com- 
mutation, for misappropriating 125,000 
worth of jewelry. His fieidorn will 
be brief. At the door of tbe prison he 
probably will be served with a federal 
warrant charging him with the em- 
bezzlement of approximately 81.560. 
(iQO In France. Louis Alfred Balensi, 
or as he is known in this country, 
William A. Cellwodd, was born in 
Paris 49 years ago. In 1891. he or- 
ganised the "Soclete Frabcalse de 
Banque at de Change," purporting to 
do a general stock exchange broker- 
age business. Balasal wsa itn aun- 
aging director. 

All went well for tllve years, when 
Balensi disappeared. Two weeks later 
the Tribunal of Commerce of the Seine 
de<lared the society bankrupt and a 
similar Judgment was pronounced 
against Balensi. The investigations 
proceeded and finally the chamber ot 
indictment of the courts of appeals ot 
Paris declared on July 1(1. 1S!I7, that 
Balensi had not only misappropriated 
6,800,000 frsncs, but also had convert- 
to to hia own use a large quantity of 
vaiuahfe Jewelry vrhleh had been In- 
trusted to his care. 

His arrest was ordfved. Ralensi lo- 
cated In Philadelphia, where, under 
the alias ot William A. Bellwood, or 
William S. Redwood, he opened a. Jew 
elry store. Early in 1897 Bellwood ob- 
tained $25,000 worth of jewelry from 
a New York firm on a uiemoi aniluni 
and proceeded to hypothecate It at ono 
of the largest pawn broklag establish- 
ments In the metropolis. 

He was arrested and sent to Sing 
Sing for six years. It had been dis- 
covered in the meantime that Ualen.-l 
and Bellwood were identical, and din- 
ing his larceny trials a United States 
marshal hovered nearby with a feder- 
al warrant, which had bei n i^Mu d 
after an investigation had \i>-yu uiai!. 
of the embezzlement charge iti I'ram o 
by the United States ambassador, Gen- 
eral Hora ce Porter. 

A Serious Strike. 
Waterloo, la., April 18.— The atrike 
situation In the Illinois Central shops 

here is daily assuming a more serious 
phase. Business Agent Roderick of 
the International Machinists' uuiun. 
has arrived and is endeavoring to ad- 
just matters He sUtes that tihe «lta- 
ation is more serious than he expect- 
ed: Ih.at If the company settles the 
ttrike here the shops of the entire 
system may be called out He is 
holding a conferenco with all organisa- 
tions The company has Imported a 
few men to make light repairs and 
seems dc-termiiied tu fight it out. The 
unions hsve forced the local stores to 
quit furnishing goods to the company 
and they are shipping them In. 

Rathbone Wants Out. 
Havana, April 18.— Counsel for Es 

tes G. Rathbone, the former director 
of posts in Cuba, who was sentenced 
recently to undergo 10 years imprison- 
ment and to pay a fine of |35,324 for 
connection with the postal frauds, 
have filed a writ of habeas eorpus ask- 
ing the court to show why their client 
has not been adniiiied to bail pending 
the hearing of his appeal. The Post 
s'ays the court has accepted the bond 
of 1100.009 ottered by a fidelity com- 
pany for Rathbones appearance, but 
tbat before acting, he sent the prose- 
cuting attorney to consult with Gov- 
ernor General Wood. 

Pair of Church Thieve*. 
New York. April 18. — Louis Lester 
and Thoma.s Riley, the former claim- 
ing Galveston, Tex., as his home, have 
been arrested with articles in their 
possession which had been stolen 
from churches. Lester has. ac cording 
to the police, made a confession in 
which he said they had started In tbe 
burglary business at Pittsburg, mak- 
ing a specialty ot looting churches. 
He estimated they had stolen va'-- 
able from the altars of more than L't'O 
sanctuaries through.>ut tlie cuuntry. 

Proposed Steel Plant. 
Marietta. ().. .\pril 18. — Representa- 
tives Of Pittsburg, New York and Phil- 
adelphia capitalists are here inspect 
iiiK a .'iOO-acre tract of land which they 
optioned for the purpose of eroc ting a 
mammoth iron and steel industry. Tlie 
representatives will make a proposi- 
tion to the board of trade to locate 
here. The plant is to cost over 12.000,- 
000 and Is for the purpose of supply- 
ing ljid«i)endent concerne. They want 
to be in o peration by winter .

HEARLY WENT TO THE BOTTOM ONCE. 



Lieutenant Coiiininii'ler KaiiptT, Em< 
peror ^^ llllnin'? |{c|irrseiit at Ive on 
Board of the Meteor, Tells of 

Ike lUtUllat 



London, April l8. — ^The voyage from 
New York of the German imperial 
yacht Meteor II., which anchored eS 
Hytbe, In Southampton water, was by 
no means uneventful. She had plenty 
of bad weather, and once even Ike 
safety of the yacht waa endMgered. 
Ueuteaaat OomoMader Kanpff. Sm* 
peror WIlHaa's representative on 
board the Meteor said- "With a strong 
northwest wind the yacht proceedc^d 
under her own canvas for a couple ot 
days, leaving the steamer Scotia be- 
hind and ultimately losing sight of her 
altogether. During the night of April 
3 we again picked up the steamer by 
night signals and on the evening of 
April 4 we were taken In tow until 
April t. whea owing to a heavy swell, 
the tow rope carried away. Towing 
was resumed on the following day, 
when the wind bad fallen. The tow 
rope again parted April 10 in a hard 
westerly gale. On April 11, whllo 
again towing a bard easterly blow 
sprang up. Owing to tbe heavy seas, 
the Scotia was only just able to kect» 
steering way. The seas broke 0V'?r 
her continually. At 4 o'clcxk in ih" 
morning of April 12, the Meteor's bol>- 
stay oarried away. We cut away the 
tow rope, hove to and tried hard to 
secure the bowsprit, but we fo ind tha'. 
to be impossible, and tlie bowsprit 
was ultimately carried away, seriously 
endangering the safety of the yaoht 
and all on hoard ot her. We maaac> 
ed, however, to receive the spar. The 
weather became so bad that we wens 
obliged to hove to for 24 bour.s. There- 
after was generally fine. We tow.-i 
the rest of the way to port. The Me- 
teor behaved splendidly and rMsala* 
ed dry throughout the bad weather. 
She is a fast sailer." 



Sustains Weyler.

The plaintiffs in the case c l»im tha' 
while lliey were citizens of tin- I'nite'i 
States their ^ugiir plantations wer.} 
destroyed by the Cuban insurgents. 
The United Stalaa tovermBent Is look- 
ed to for reimbursements of agree- 
ment with Spain as to tbe mutual re- 
linquishment t)f claims on behalf of 
their citizens or subjects growing out 
of the war mad laaarrection and the 
announcement that the United States 
would settle the claims of its citlsenj 
against Spain so rel1nc]ulshed SS SSt 
forth in the peace treaty.

Scurvy an'l 
typhoid fever are devjt.'^iatinx the 
peasantry throughout the wholo of th" 
Altai (highiands of Siberia) region, 
formerly the chief granary ot Siberia. 
The starving people there have con- 
siinic'd evei; the last remnants Of their 
seed grain and no spring crops hsvw 
been sown. The last wheat sold In 
Altai fetched 2^ roubles per pood, 
against the normal price of 16 to 20 
copecks per pood.

BEIRRV HOWARD S TRIAL. 



An Aged Relative of Aecised Gives Dmg- 
Ing Testimony Against HIa. 
Other Witysses. 

Fkankfort, Kv., April 17.— The testi- 
mony of Mrs. Daniel Howard, of Bell 
County, a distant relative of Berry How- 
ard, given at the trial of the latter to- 
day, indicates clearly that Berry Howard 
was fsmiliar with the minnteet detail of 
the plot to assassinate Goebel, for he 
told her before Goebel died that be was 
shot with a smokeless powder cartridge. 

Mrs. Howard is an old woman, very 
feeble, and had to be brought to the 
court house in a carriage. The substance 
of her testimony, which she gave in a 
weak, querulous voice, was as follows: 

"Three or four days after Goebel was 
shot I wis staying at Sim Bailey's bouse, 
three miles from Pineville. Sim had 
told me that he liin! lit>ard Berry Howard 
was the man that killed Goebel. Berry 
and two other men came to Bailey's 
bouse and took dinner there three or 
four days after Goebel was shot. I told 
Berry I had heard he shot Ooebel. He 
laughed and said he did not shoot him, 
but be pulled three cartridges from bis 
pocket and said: 'Goebel was killed 
with a cartridge like these. They don't 
make any smoke.' My husband was 
alive then, and when I told him what 
Berry said he told me that would make 
me a witness against Berry. I told my 
husband 1 w ould never tell anybody else 
about it, and I didn't, but my husband 
while drinking told Rankin Slasher and 
others about what Berry Howard said 
tome." 

She repeated the same words on cross- 
examination, but when Colonel Colson 
asked who else her husband told she 
said she had told too mooh now, and 
would not tell any more. The Jud^e 
told her she must tell if she knew, and 
she said she was so weak she could talk 
no longer. She was the last witness put 
on to-day, and Judge Cantrill adjourned 
court, and il strong enough she will be 
put on the stand again to-morrow. 

Judge Ben Williams testified that lie 
was at the State house a few luiuutes 
before Ooebel was shot and as he passed 
out throogh the front yard he saw Berry 



Howard, William Culton and a stranger 
in close conference not far from where 
Goebel was shot ; that Ooulton pointed 
toward Powers's ofHce, and a tnoment 
later he and Howard walked rapidly to- 
ward the Executive Building, while the 
stranger ran toward the Agricultural 
Building; that be (Williams) walked to 
his office opposite the court house, and 
in about five minutes beard Goebel was 
shot. 

Frank Burch, of Knox County, a mem- 
ber of John Powers's military company, 
came to Frankfort on January 25 on 
orders from Powers. At the time of the 
shooting the witness was in the Agri- 
culture office. He said: "When I heard 
the shot I turned to run out the door. 
Berry Howard waa holding the door. 
He said 'Son, yon can't go oat of here 
until we receive orders.' 

In a moment afterward Zack Steele 
said, 'There should be some one placed 
over the men in here.' Another sug- 
gested Mr. Howard for Oaptaia, and he 
took charge. 

Tom McDonald, another member of 
John Powers's company, said ho wa.? in 
the Agricultural Building when the shot 
was firsd and corroborated Burch as to 
Berry Howard being made Captain. 

On cross-examination be said if How- 
ard was not in the Agricultural room at 
the time of the shooting he came in 
within a minute after. There were near- 
ly fifty moantain men in the room. M. 
D. Mclnerney, of Kenton County, saw 
Berry Howard and Jim Howard in 
Kagin's restaurant the night of the mur- 
der. The next morning he saw Berry 
Howard with other mountain men in 
the State house at the reading of the 
proclamation of Taylor adjourning the 
Legislature to London. He heard How- 
ard say: "We'll fix the s^ of b—S when 
we get them up there." 

Nicholas Bodkins, of Govington, cor- 
roborated all the statementi made by 
Mclnerney.
